The 1943 crop, however, is larger 
than any harvested during the five 
vears 1933 to 1937 inclusive and 
was produced on the smallest acre 
age seeded to wheat in Canada 
since 1918 

The 1943 yield per acre, at 169 
bushels, is slightly above the long 
time average but compared with 
1942, when a bumper yield was har 
vested, it is about 10.5 bushels an 
acre less for all classes of wheat
